Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion Files Partial Report 
To Senate. 



Waahington. D. C, July lO.-The 
Louisville & Nashville and the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga & St. Louis rail- 
reada, operating principally in Ten- 
neaaee and Kentucky, gave away 
free transportation to the amount of 
11.711.872 miles during the year 
1913, according to a report submit- 
ted to the senate by the interstate 
commerce commission A vaat ma< 
jority of thir= fn • trrmportatlon Waa 
furnished to nieinbers of legislative 
bodies, ineloding United States sen- 
ators, congreannen and state l^is- 
tures. 

Other state at.il fe'lcral olilcers, 
however, including judges of state 
and federal eourta, sheriffs, city 
and county officials, received a 
wholesome share of the free trans- 
portation. This evidence marks the 
tirst disclosure under the lea reso- 
lution. 

Lista of pass holders in th«' various 
classes have been complied b< the 
commissiona, but have not been made 
public. 

This investigation hf s b ?en so fruit- 
ful of results that a pcnernl investi- 
gation of the free paijs evil has b«-«-n 
inatituted by the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

The report has created a profound 
sensation in Washington. .More than 
34,000 passes, valued at more than 
|34it,000, were shown to have been 
issued last year to individuals, rang- 
ing from a L^riited States senator, 
whosi- pass showed no milage travel- 
ed, to county sheriffs and local poli- 
ticians.

The alfalte leaf-weevfl. whieh has 
during the last Mr* 7"*** 
consldenble daaage In parts of oer 
wesUm lUtes, la a narapeaa Inseet 
which by some neaas nakaowa has 
beeit liitro<luce4 iato this country. 

Th« species appears to b« not nn- 
coramoa throngbout Barope and parts 
of Asia and AMea. H beloaga to the 
large order of hard-shetled Insects 
oalled l>MUes, and In a group gener- 
ally called saout-beetles. To this same 
Itroup belong many of our most seri- 
ous posts, such as the plum curnullo. 
cotton boll wppvll and strawborry wpo- 
vil. It oocura all over Eunipt'. a por 
tlon of northern Africa and •"astprn 
Asia. It probably occurs throughout 
all of the rPKlons In which alfalfa Is 
cultlvatrd In 'he eastern heraisphere, 
but rarely oauxos damage sufflctent to 
be reported. 

This weevil bplongs to a family of 
Insects which teed principally upon 
legumlnniiH plants and several species 
In the genus have been Introduced 
Into the United States and Canada. 
Two of these, the clover leaf-wnevtl, 
and the lesser clover leaf-weevil, have 
done considerable damage to the clov- 
er crop In the eastern and central 
states, aad the former has bi>en 
ported as Injuring clover in the e» 
trnme northwest. They also feed on 
alfalfa and other rotated plants 

Many methods of riddinR tU« floUis 
of these pests have been tried — burn- 
ing, sweeping and dragging — with 
rarylng results.
